a message handling object that receives message fragments from said external device etid 
that (i'^ discerns call control events from those message fragments and (ii^ forms messages 
from tiiose message fragments, where at least one of those messages is formed from a plu-

a dispatcher in communication with said message handling object, said dispatcher i^iify- 
ing selected processes for processing the call control events dtsoemed bv the message han- 
dling object a nd invoking those processes with messages in connection with which those 
call control eve n ts were discerned a - select e d -p r o eesi^ ^ fo f pfe eessing said event , vtoftin- 

the invoked s aid sel e cted p rocesses executuig ^ exocutes at least o ne tasks in order to process 
the respective call conttnnl eventR and, in connection therewith, providing for - p r oviding - a 
communication service^ identified by the respective messages in connection vrith which 
those call control events were disoemed and with which those processes were InvokBdsah^ 
messag e s^ 

where one or more of the selected processes comprise context objects instantiated in 
response to call control events discerned by the message handling object . 

2, (Currently Amended) A processing module according to claim 1, wherein said dispatcher is 

configured to identify a processor executing a e o nta i niHg s aid selected process.

(Currently Amended) Aprooessing module according to claim 3, wherein said call control event 

is selected fl-om the group consisting of oflQiook, dialComplete, remoteAlerting, remote-

5. (Currently Amended) A processing module according to claim 1» wherein one of more of s aid 

call ccmtfol events belongs to an event class ^vithin an event hierarchy such that even^ 
within a8ame.axrevent class are dispatched to a single p ro ee saing context object . 

6. (Original) A processing module according to claim 1, wherein said communication service 

includes a call feature of a subscriber. 

7. (Original) A processing module according to claim 6, wherein said call feature is selected &om 

the group consisting of call forwarding, calling number delivery^ calling number delivery 
blocking, calling name delivery, call transfer* call waiting* denied origjnatioru denied ter- 
mination, distinctive ringing, local number portability, selective call forwarding, selective 
call reject, speed calling, three-way call, unidentified call reject, 800 number service, 900 
number blockhig, and 911 service. 

8. (Original) A processing module according to claim 1, wherein said message bfltiriling object is 

conjSigured to determine whether a newly received message fragment is associated with one 
or more previously received message fragments. 

9. (Original) A processing module according to claim 1, wherein said message handling object 

is configured to determine whetiier a received message fragment is the first fragment for 
forming a new message. 

10. (Original) A processing module according to claim 1, wherein one or tnore of the context 

oblecta acoess said ovont fl£.tivfltca a. se t o f Ingie instructions f o r p ro viding said cominunica " 
lions service to a subsoi ' ibci ' , said lugiL Instfuotioas being d efined in a markup language in 
order to process call control events . 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A processing module according to claim wherein said call control 

event includes an extended event defined as a combination of a call progress event and a 
pre-defined oonditioa 
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12 (Original) A prooessing module according to claim 1 1 , wherein said extended event is defined 
as a dialComplete event in combination with a prefix of dialed number being 800, 

13. (Original) A processing module according to claim 1, wherein said external device is a tele^ 
communications switch.
